there might be but one hand, one arm, and one heart, 
to refift the common enemy. ’ 

Here he read the rcfoiutions and the correfpondence 
between him and Lord Onflow. After feveral days 
fufpence, on the 4th of May, his Lordihip fent a direct 
refulal, which confirmed the fufpicion that it was not 
‘the refolutions, for they were fimilar to thofe tranfmit- 
ted from other places and ‘approved, bat. to the indivi- 
duals who cémpofed, the affociation.. He pointed out 
the bad effects the rejection of this would have upon the 
enemy, and would, in fome meafure, confirm the opi- 
nion they had erroneoufly adopted, that there oe 
fous ready ‘to operate with them in cafe of an-invafion. 
The fervices of no man ought, in his opinion, to be re- 
jeted, merely becaufe he might difapprove of fome 
parts of the Minifter’s conduct. Should the enemy 
make a defcent and overcome the regular army, by pro- 
per management they would ftill have the fpirit of the 
nation to oppofe, and he would pledge -himfelf that a 
more determined refiftance would be~ made by ‘Done 
than by thofe who had been treated thus contumelioufly 
by a Lord of the Bed-chamber. . The object of the en- 
quiry was, he faid, to give Lord Onflow an opportuni- 
ty of exculpating himfelf, and, what’ was of more im- 
portance, to enable a Jarge body of men to remove the 
imputation of difloyalty, which the condutt of the No- 
ble Lord feemied to attach upon them. He concluded 
by moving that the Houfe thould, on Friday text, | 
folve itfelf into a Committee, &c. , 

Mr Secretary Dvnvas called the attention of the 
Houfe to two points.—sit, Whether aman had a right 
to array himfelf and bear arms without the confent of 
the Executive.Government, lodged difcretionally in the 
Lord Lieutenant’s hands?) And, 2d, Whether the 
Houfe would eftablith a precedent, where a Lord Lieu-. 
tenant, entrufted with the exercife of hjs Majefty’s au- 
thority delagated to him, fhould be obliged to aflign 
reafons-for rejecting the fervices of individuals. When- 
ever a Lord Lieutenant tranfmitted a propofition for 
armiog, it was the inyariable rule at his office, not to 
fubmit it for the Royal approbation, unlefs it Was ac- 
companied. by the Lord Lieutenant’s recommendation, 
who was expected to informa himfelf of the grounds on 
which the afféciation was framed. 

Having explained the practice, he adverted to the 
cafe and refolutions before the Houfe. Men coming 
forward under all the circumflances mentioned, were 
not to be entrufted with arms, unlefs the Lord Lieu- 
tenant was convinced in his own mi ey were fit for 
theitruit, and to limit his power in that refpeét, would 
be to damp the zeal of the country. In afferting that 
there were bodies of men in this country who ufed par- 
liamentary reform as a cover for their treacherous de- 
figns, he meant not the moft diftant allufion to the in- 
dividuals whofe fervives had been rejected, but as a ge 
neral argument, to fhew the abfurdity of bringing a Lord 
Lieuténatt before a tribunal, to undergo a trialgwith 
any man who may fuppofe himfelf uoder an imputation 
of difloyalry. Parliamentary reform taken abftractly 
was nothing, but under the prefent circumitances, it con- 
tained the moft pernicious venom that could be direét- 
ed againft the vitals of any Government, and, but for the. 
delay in the trials at Maidftone, and the juftice due to 
the individuals under trial, ample proofs: of the 
exiftence of a confpiracy in the country would 
now be before the Houfe. This remark was not meant 
to apply to any individuals. It was in illuftration of 
the fubject that he mentioned the circumftance. _Ha- 
ving remarked upon the refolutions, and denied that 
they would; whether true or falfe, have any weight with 
the enemy, he concluded by giving his negative to the 
motion. oe 

Mr Suertwan remarked, that the treafon bills had 
been reprefented as having extinguifhed the {pirit of dif- 
content in this ‘country, and he little expected that fu- 
fpicions of plots and.confpiracies fhould {till be entertain- 
ed. With refpeé to the trials at Maidftone, he thought 
that a regard to the principles of juftice would have in- 
duced the Right Hon. Gentleman to omit the expref- 
fion he made ufe of. If he thought any allufion to the 
cafe of men under trial, now reprehenfible, how, he 
would afk, was the conduct of Minifters to be juitified 
for anticipating the evidence on a former Set 2g by

loofely mentioned a few days fince, in the papers. ] 

It was-now to be inferred that no aid was to be ac- 
cepted but from men who were willing to betray every 
political principle. This had been the cafe with many 
who had joined the Minifterial ftandard, and who were 
purchafed at large prices. From this degradation he 
and his friends chofe to refcue themfelves by a frank 
avowal of their political creed. ‘The Minifter, perhaps 
having got in his fupplies, and his millions, may think 
it lefs neceffary to infift on the danger of an invafion ; 
but he fhould take care how he drew an invidious dif- 
tinction. He, Mr Tierney, had as high a notion of 
the prowefs of our'nayy as any man in the country, but 
that prowefs may be enchained by the elementsy The 
Minitter fhould therefore take care left he fhould im- 
pair that energy, to which, if Englith liberty was to be 
decided on Englifh ground, we mult be ultimately in- 
débted for our falvation. 

Mr. H. Tuoryron faid, that the meeting at which 
the Hon. Gentleman prefided was to be confidered as 
a party-meeting. ‘Thofe of the parifhes were to be con- 
fidered as the Genera Meeting ; for to thefe every perfon 
was admitted indifcriminately.

The Court of Seflion met this day for the difpatch 
of bufinefs. 

The Duke of Crarence has offered to ferve as firtt 
Captain under Lord Duncan, who will hoift bis flag 
on board the Temeraire, a new 98 gun thip. 

The officers, non-commiflioned officers, drummers, 
and privates of the Norra Yor« regiment of militia, 
commanded by Lord Dunpas, Have paid two hundred 
pounds to the voluntary fubfcription for the defence of 
the country. This fine regiment is at prefent on its 
march to Scotland. 

Wednefday, the SerxirxsHire Troop of Yeomanry 
Cavalry, commanded by Captain Paincre were (at 
their common drill) infpected by the Right Honour- 
able Lord Napier, Lord Lieutenant of the county, 
who in a very handfome {peech expreffed the higheft 
approbation with the appearance, difcipline and ma- 
neeuvres of the corps. 

On the 4th ult. the Dunparx Yromanay Cavatky 
unanimoufly voted the thanks of the corps, to the Colo- 
nel the Ears of Ancaum in particular, and to the 
Officers of the Mid Lothian Regiment quartered in 
Dundalk, in general, for their polite, honourable, and 
kind attention to that troop, who have been molt mate- 
rially benefited in difcipline by the inftruétions of his 
Lordthip and the other Officers of his regiment. They 
alfo voted their thanks to the Non-commiffioned Offi- 
cers and Privates, for their {triét attention to difcipline 
and peaceable demeanour, daring a refidence of nearly 
twelve months. A fimilar compliment was paid to 
Lieutenant Colonel Sir James Fourts, commanding 
the detachment of the fame regiment, quartered at 
Upper Kells, by the Yeomanry Cavalry of thattown. 

The Volunteers of Argyllthire, confifting of twenty- 
fix companjes, have almoft unanimoufly agreed to ferve 
in any paft of the weltern diftriét of Scotland, and moft 
of them in any part of Britain; and additional com- 
panies are forming upon the new plan, from fimilar feel- 
ings for their King and country.

FIRE AT KIRK YETHOLM. 

On Monday, betwixt one and two o’clock afternoon, 
the houfe of James Scott, miller in Kirk Yetholm 
Mill, was difcovered to be on fire. Owing to the ac- 
tivity and exertions of the inhabitants of the two villages 
of Town-and Kirk Yetholm, the fire was f{peedily got 
under, the houfehold furniture and other effects were 
faved, and the dwelling-houfe itfelf was prevented from 
being much injured. 

There was neither fire nor candle near the ftable 


where the fire originated, and thé family had not that 


day thrown out their afhes. Befides thefe circumftan- 

ces, there arife irrefiftible fufpicions, that the .fire was 

wilfully’ raifed.—Three perfons of the name of Mitzer, 
who belong to that clafs of itinerant dealers “in hard- 

ware, commonly called Tinklers or Pigmen, were ‘fit- 
ting drinking in a public-houfe in Town Yetholm on 

the forenoon of Monday, about an hour before the fire 

was difcovered. An old man, the father of two of the 

fufpected perfons, was heard intreating them in the’moft 

earneft manner “ not to do it ;” while they, with equal 

vehemence, fivore ‘they would do it,” and immediate- 

ly afterwards fet out to Kirk Yetholm. “A few mi- 

nutes before the fire was difcovered, thefe perfons were 
feen going towards the mill; and when the alarm was 
given, and the populace had affembled in order to ex- 

tinguifh the flames, they were feen in the midft of the 
crowd exulting and rejoicing. © Soon afterwards a wo- 
man was obferved who feemed extremely anxious to 

get them away from the fpot, but they feemed to be a 

good deal the worfe of liquor, and for a long time re- 

fufed. At length, however, fhe proved fuccefsful, and 

they fet off towards Kirk Yetholm. Upon their return 
thither, they precipitately fold off their earthen ware at 
an under. value, aad made all halte to get to the other 
fide of the border. ‘In addition to thefe circumftah- 
ces it may be mentioned, that on the firft alarm of fire, 
thefe people were heard to exprefs a with, “ that James’ 
Scott and his family were all in the midft of it.” 

We are extremely forry that thefe perfons have hi- 
therto efcaped the fearch which is making after them ; 
but we'trak that they will foon be apprehended and 
called to aceount for « condu& which appears fo ex- 
extremely fulpicious.—See Advertifement.
